2. Claims 1 , 4, 6-8 and 10-16 are allowed (Claims 2-3, 5 and 9 are canceled by 
Applicant). 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record neither teach nor make it obvious the claimed limitation of 
the instant application as a whole as recited in claims 1, 4, 8 and 13 respectively. In 
particular, the prior art does not teach or suggest the matching circuit element and the 
capacitive coupling element are formed on the flexible. The dependent claims are 
allowable for at least the above reason. 

The prior art of record neither teach nor make it obvious the claimed limitation of 
the instant application as a whole as recited in claim 16. In particular, the prior art does 
not teach or suggest a second flexible substrate arranged within the holding section, the 
matching circuit element being formed on the second flexible substrate and the 
capacitive coupling element being formed between the first and second flexible 
substrates.
